The Society could not at 
firſt grant this unfortunate Scholar any Letters Teſtimonial 
at all; but their good Nature at length overcame their 
Scruples ; they reſolved to fay all they could of him.

But the Maſter goes on, ſo that be could 
not from | thence. infer his Diligence in the Proſecution of thoje 
Studies: which tre uſually called Academical. The Caſe is 
therefore plain, for if the Society had certified any Thing of 
the Scholar's Studrouſneſs, and the Biſhop had examined him 
in Learning iſually called Academical ; what would his 
Lordſhip have thought of this College, either that they had 
no Learning themſelves uſu˖) called Academical, or that they 
had fal ſified? But if the Maſter could not infer the Scholars 
Diligence, in the Proſecution of thoſe Studies which are 
uſually called Aademical, how could He conclude any 
Thing as to his having been Studious? His Proficience in 
Greek and Latin Books might be all brought along with him 
from Bury School. He had indeed a Senior Optime; but
